Cop car'keyed'while health 
inspector shuts down kitchen

Health officials suspended food service 
Saturday evening at Wildcat Champion¬ 
ship Wrestling on Hilltop Drive and some¬ 
one apparently wasn’t happy with the 
decision. 

While a Lawrenceburg police officer 
escorted an envi¬ 
ronmental inspec¬ 
tor through the 
building, someone 
“keyed” the offi¬ 
cer’s car in the 
parking lot, leaving 
large scratch marks 
on the cruiser. That 
incident remains 
under investiga¬ 
tion, according 
to Lawrenceburg 
Police Chief Chris 
- Atkins. 

Environmental 

inspector Brenda Hay don of the Anderson 
County Health Department said she was 
responding to an anonymous complaint 
about food being served in unsanitary 
conditions during wrestling matches. 

Following her inspection, Haydon 
ordered food service stopped and gave the 
facility’s operators seven days to fix prob¬ 
lems in the kitchen area and throughout 
the building that she deemed were public 
health risks. 

“The entire establishment was in need 
of a thorough cleaning,” said Tim Wright, 
director of public health. 

In her report, Haydon said there was 
trash in the kitchen under tables upon 
which food is prepared. 

“It was just everywhere,” she said. 

Haydon said that cabinets in the kitch¬ 
en area were also dirty and contained 
crumbs, dirty clothing and over-the-coun¬ 
ter medications. 

She said there were several small chil¬ 
dren in the kitchen area, as well, and that 
a wall just outside of the kitchen area was 
covered in what she said appeared to be 
black mold. 

She said the restrooms in the build¬ 
ing were “wretched,” and that the floors 
throughout the building needed cleaning

Friendship with UK's Cauley-Stein 
lifts spirits of young cancer fighter

In 2012, Blake Hundley - just 
6-years-old at the time - was diag¬ 
nosed with brain cancer. 

And in the last three years he 
has battled and beat cancer time 
and time again. 

A great-grandson of Mount Eden 
residents Junie and Phyllis Temple, 
Shelby County’s poster boy of inspi¬ 
ration has been in our thoughts for 
several years, but more recently 
he’s captured the heart of his own 
hero. University of Kentucky bas¬ 
ketball all-American Willie Cauley- 
Stein. 

Their friendship was established 


thanks to the young fighter’s typi¬ 
cal support team: residents. 

Last month, before heading off 
to the SEC tournament, Cauley- 
Stein was asked to visit Hundley’s 


aunt’s home, granting a dream 
come true. 

Cauley-Stein said at the time he

door along with needles 
and a device used to smoke 
methamphetamine, accord¬ 
ing to his report. 

Taylor, who reportedly 
was seen throwing some¬ 
thing into the vehicle’s 
back seat when it was 
pulled over, allegedly told 
officers where they had 
just purchased the heroin. 

“Dispatch called me out 
and she started talking,” 
said Det. Jeremy Cornish of 
the Lawrenceburg Police 
Department. 

Cornish said she told 
him they had purchased 
the drug from Anthony 
Mitchell, and he and officer 
Kenny Goodlett went to his 
residence. 

“We went over to talk to 
him and he admitted hav¬ 
ing heroin in the residence 
and selling it,” Cornish said. 

Cornish said officers 
parked away from the resi¬ 
dence and while they were 
there, several other people 
showed up, looking to buy 
heroin. 

“We had a good time in 
there,” Cornish said. “They 
just kept showing up and 
admitting they were there 
to buy heroin.” 

Cornish said none of 
those who showed up had 
been officially charged 
as of Monday, but that an 
investigation was continu¬ 
ing. 

Mitchell was charged 
with first-degree traf¬ 
ficking in a controlled 
substance. Griffith was 
charged with first-degree 
possession of a controlled 
substance, no registra¬ 
tion plates, no registration 
receipt, possession of drug 
paraphernalia and parole 
violation. 

Taylor was charged with 
first-degree possession of a 
controlled substance, pos¬ 
session of drug parapherna¬ 
lia, giving an officer a false 
name or address, identity 
theft, tampering with phys¬ 
ical evidence and probation 
violations for Anderson 
and Scott counties. 

All three were declared 
indigent and arraigned 
Monday in Anderson Dis¬ 
trict Court and pleaded not 
guilty. 

Jailed for allegedly 
growing pot 

Nearly nine months 
after he was charged with 
growing marijuana and 


four months after he was 
indicted, Michael Edward 
Maline was arrested and 
taken to jail, according to 
police reports. 

Kentucky State Police 
searched Maline’s home last 
July after reportedly seeing 
marijuana plants growing 
near his barn while con¬ 
ducting aerial surveillance. 

Maline was indicted Jan. 

20 . 

During the search, 
Maline, a retired teacher, 
reportedly told officers that 
he purchased the seeds to 
grow the marijuana plants 
on line. 

Police said they found 
30 plants, along with three 
marijuana cigarettes that 
were inside of a desk in 
Maline’s home. 

They also found a bag 
containing what the report 
called “medical marijuana,” 
according to police reports. 

When confiscating the 
bag, Maline reportedly said, 
“You’re taking my medi¬ 
cine, too?” 

There was no indication 
in the court record as to 
why Maline was arrested 
four months following his 
indictment. 

Richardson busted 

Ashley Richardson was 
charged by Trooper Marvin 
Kelly of the Kentucky State 
Police with first-degree pos¬ 
session, possession of drug 
paraphernalia, theft by 
unlawful taking and sec¬ 
ond-degree criminal posses¬ 
sion of a forged instrument 
following a traffic stop 
on US 127 Bypass North, 
according to police reports. 

In his report, Kelly said 
he saw Ricahrdson hiding 
items in the passenger seat 
of her car after he stopped 
her on suspicion of out¬ 
standing warrants. 

He said he noticed a 
bulge in her pants and, 
when she pulled the item 
out, it was a spoon wrapped 
in a napkin. 

He said he also found a 
needle in her purse, along 
with a baggie with residue. 

When deputy Patrick 
Beasley and his K-9 unit 
arrived, the dog alerted on 
the vehicle’s trunk, where 
heroin and a snort straw 
were found, according to 
the report. 

She was arraigned, plead¬ 
ed not guilty and ordered 
held on a $5,000 cash bond 
by District Court Judge J.R. 
RoBards. 

Crack pipe found under hood

Conway were charged after 
officer Michael Corley of 
the Lawrenceburg Police 
Department assisted them 
when their car became 
stuck last Wednesday on 
Clifton Road. 

After the vehicle was 
back on the road, Jones 
opened the hood to check 
an oil leak when Corley 
reported seeing a crack pipe 
under the hood, according 
to his report. 

Corley searched the car 
and found a small bag of 
methamphetamine and 
another crack pipe in the 
vehicle’s center console, 
according to his report.

recognized Hundley’s name, 
but couldn’t pinpoint why. He 
soon figured it out. 

“There was a girl that lives 
in Shelbyville that knows him, 
and she got a ball autographed 
from Willie [for Blake],” 
his father Adam Hundley 
explained. 

Though it took Hundley 
some time to warm up, Adam 
Hundley said his son soon 
opened up to his basketball 
hero. 

“They just sat there and 
talked and Blake asked him 
questions,” he said, noting 
Cauley-Stein stayed for about 
two hours. 

The two exchanged numbers 
and have been friends ever 
since. 

“Blake was texting him 
before and after every game,” 
Adam Hundley said. “We don’t 
let him text him all the time 
because he would text him 
24-hours a day.” 

When the Wildcats made it 
to the Pinal Pour of the NCAA 
championship, the young fan 
wanted nothing more than to 
cheer on his friend and favorite 
team member in person. 

And thanks to the support of 
the community, his dream was 
made a reality. 

Two lower level tickets were 
donated for Blake and his 
father to attend the game and 
in the meantime $6,800 was 
raised within just a few days 
online using gofundme.com. 

“Somebody gave us two 
lower level tickets, and we got 
three more upper level tickets,” 
Adam Hundley said, noting his 
son wanted more people to go 
with them. 

The additional money, he 
said, covered the costs of their 
travel, hotel, spending money, 
food, and a limo to transport 
them from the hotel to the 
game. 

“He loved it. He loves Ken¬ 
tucky basketball,” Adam 
Hundley said. “It’s just great 
that people would support us 
like that and... we just appreci¬ 
ate everything that everybody 
does for us.” 

And though the team was 
unable to capture it’s ninth 
title, the UK adventure for 
Hundley didn’t end that night. 

“After the loss on Saturday, 
Willie promised Blake that he 
had a surprise for him when 
he got back to Kentucky. Blake 
went to Lexington and got to 
tour the stadium with Willie,” 
a post stated on the Prayers for 
Blake Pacebook page. 

“He [Cauley-Stein] showed 


him around the locker room 
and stuff like that and he met 
a couple other players,” Adam 
Hundley said. 

“He met Towns [Karl-Antho¬ 
ny Towns Jr.] yesterday a little 
while... Willie introduced him,” 
he said. 

But Hundley’s number one 
player has always been and 
will always be Cauley-Stein, he 
said. 

“He was always his favorite 
... just cus he’s big and tall and 
dunks over everybody. That’s 
what he [Blake] says,” Adam 
Hundley said with a laugh. 

During his behind the scenes 
visit to Rupp Arena, Blake also 
received a unique gift. 

“He had shoes made just 
like Willie’s, that he wore in 
the SEC tournament. The guy 
that made Willies shoes made 
Blake’s,” Adam Hundley said, 
noting they are the only two 
pairs like it. 

His father said experiences 
like these help ease the strain 
in his son’s life. 

After his diagnosed in July 
2012 and after a year of endur¬ 
ing treatment after treatment, 
Hundley was declared cancer 
free. 

Soon after, however, the 
grim disease crept back into 
their lives and Hundley found 
himself in another battle. 

This past September, the par¬ 
ents received the astonishing 
news that Blake was yet again 
free of cancer. But they were 
apprehensive to celebrate, and 
rightfully so. 

Just five months later the 
family received the pain¬ 
ful news that the cancer had 
returned yet again. 

He’s been enduring treat¬ 
ments since Pebruary and Mon¬ 
day the family learned those 
treatments are showing some 
signs of improvement. 

“His spinal tap and spine 
MRI came back clear, but he 
still has it in his brain. So we 
are just waiting to see. He’s sup¬ 
pose to start chemo Monday, 
we’ll see if his counts are high 
enough,” Adam Hundley said, 
explaining that the treatments 
had already been postponed a 
week because his platelets were 
too low. 

His father said Blake and 
Cauley-Stein’s connection has 
been an incredible aid in his 
son’s battle. 

“One thing that helped him 
a lot [was] when he started 
talking to Willie,” he said. “He 
started acting like himself - 
he’s not as down about going to 
the doctor.”

“very badly.” 

Hay don said opera¬ 
tors need to fix all of 
the problems she noted 
in her report before 
reopening Saturday. 

That includes getting 
a food service license 
from the health depart¬ 
ment. 

The facility’s gen¬ 
eral manager, Scott 
Diamond, said by phone 
Monday night that work 
has already been done 
to fix the problems 
and that he intends to 
reopen Saturday night 


for scheduled matches. 

Diamond said he was 
surprised that Hay don 
showed up for an inspec¬ 
tion but was happy that 
she did. 

“It was kind of an 
awakening for her,” he 
said, referring to the 
worker who manages 
food service. “I think 
she was, for lack of a 
better word, ignorant of 
what she really needed. 
She didn’t know the 
guidelines of what she 
needed.” 

Diamond said Hay- 
don’s inspection was the 
first time anyone with 
the health department 
had been in the facility 


during his three and 
a half years working 
there, adding that he 
has never received com¬ 
plaints from customers 
about the building’s 
cleanliness or its food. 

Diamond, who said he 
is a self-employed con¬ 
tractor, said the moldy 
wall was the result of a 
leaky roof and was fixed 
Monday. 

“We sprayed bleach to 
kill all of the mold and 
will put Kilz on the wall 
tomorrow,” he said. 

The kitchen, he said, 
is being cleaned and 
updated, including the 
addition of a required 
three-bay sink that is 


being installed. 

As for the rest of the 
building, he said one of 
the big problems is the 
carpeting that covers 
portions of the floor. 

“When you have chil¬ 
dren with drinks, candy 
and carpeting, that’s a 
bad combination,” he 
said. “We have carpeting 
in parts of the building 
and it looks horrible for 
years of soda falling on 
it.” 

Diamond said the 
weekly events are 
important to a fan base 
that comes out each 
week to support their 
favorite wrestler with 
crowds that range from 
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30 to 250, depending on 
the night. 

“Most of our fans or 
ordinary folks who don’t 
have a lot of money,” he 
said. “It makes them feel 
good that they’re part of 
the show.” 

Getting the facility 
cleaned up is a priority, 
he said. 

“We don’t have time 
to wait,” he said. “These 
people look forward to it 
every week.” 

Diamond said he was 
unhappy to hear that 
someone had damaged 
a police car while the 
inspection was being 
done, and maintains it 


was not one of the sev¬ 
eral wrestlers waiting to 
perform that night. 

Diamond said the 
facility performs ben¬ 
efits from time to time 
and would be happy 
to have one to pay for 
damages. 

“We would be glad to 
do a benefit to resolve 
that situation,” he said. 
“Police are something 
we desperately need and 
we need to do what we 
can to show them that. 
Our job is a community 
is to stand behind them.”

Greenhouse teaches students 
business skills, responsibility

While their peers 
sweated out exams and 
lectures last Friday, 
members of the high 
school’s greenhouse class 
did a little sweating of 
its own. 

It was the day before 
the greenhouse’s annual 
grand opening and the 
team’s four manag¬ 
ers were busy making 
everything just right 
while waiting on school 
staff who were buying 
up potted flowers and 
vegetable during what 
amounts to a sneak pre¬ 
view 

Senior Makayla Gam¬ 
ble, the facility’s general 
manager, was busy mak¬ 
ing sure everything was 
in place and that her 
team was ready to go, 
while engineering man¬ 
ager, sophomore Noah 
Platt, kept an eye on the 
inside temperature to 
make sure the plants 
weren’t getting too 
warm and had the 
right amount of sun. 

Leslie Garnett, a 
senior who serves as 
marketing manager, 
busied herself help¬ 
ing customers and 
considering ways 
to make sure folks 
knew the following 
day was the grand 
opening, and Kayla 
Gunnels, the class’ 
production manager, 
used what she has 
learned in floral 
design classes to 
ensure everything was 
displayed correctly and 
where it should be. 

The students were 
running the show and 
that’s just how teacher 
Matthew Price wanted 
it 

Price, who made the 
managers apply for 
their positions when the 
class tegan earlier this 
year, said the experience 
they gain in having 
bottom line responsibil¬ 
ity for the operation is 
invaluable. 

“This teaches the 
students what it’s like 
to have a full time job,” 
he said. “They get hands 
on experience working 
with the plants, but also 


of having an actual job.” 

The greenhouse class, 
now in its seventh year, 
receives no direct fund¬ 
ing from the school 
district and relies on 


investing money made 
the previous year into 
new plants and supplies. 
To fund the next class, it 
must turn a profit from 
the plants it sells. 

“We need to make 
money,” said Gamble, 
the general manager 
who compared prices 
with other retail outlets 
before the greenhouse 
opened to ensure it was 
competitive. 

“We’re learning how 
to run a greenhouse,” 
said Gunnels, who said 
she plans to stay on an 
agricultural track by 
studying veterinary 
medicine next year at 
the University of Ken¬ 
tucky. “I love it.” 


“I’m involved in 
everything here,” said 
Platt, “from transplant¬ 
ing to watering. 

“I have to pay atten¬ 
tion to the weather. 
When it got to 32 
degrees a couple of 
weeks ago, I had to 
make the call to go 
ahead and shut it,” 
he said, referring to 
the greenhouse ven¬ 
tilation system. 

Garnett, the pro¬ 
duction manager, 
said the class has 
helped her “grow as 
a person.” 

“Fm around a lot 
of people and this 
has helped me gain 
communication 
skills,” she said. 
Early reviews of the 
greenhouse were posi¬ 
tive as school staff filed 
in to make their pur¬ 
chases. 

Staff member Ricky 
Spaulding purchased a 
couple of hanging flow¬ 
er baskets shortly after 
it opened, while staff 
memberKaren Warford 
decided which flowers 
to buy. 

“I love flowers and 
like using the school to 
get them,” said Warford 
as she made her selec¬ 
tions. “There’s no better 
place to spend your 
money.”

Who wouldn’t want to plant more? 

All of this rain has given us scant oppor¬ 
tunities to get out and play in the dirt this 
spring, but just wait. There is an old adage 
that says ‘A wet spring means a dry sum¬ 
mer.” Guess we better plan accordingly. 

Place beds where they will get a little 
shade. Catch the rainwater by building lit¬ 
tle berms around growing areas. Use mulch 
to reduce evaporation. Position the hoses 
and buckets. I believe we’re going to need 
all of these this summer. 

That said, most plants don’t like to have 
continuously wet feet. We don’t like walk¬ 
ing around in wet socks and our plants 
don’t either. They like a good drink weekly, 

1 to 2 inches of rain will fill that bill, espe¬ 
cially when it’s really hot. Position a rain 
gauge near your growing areas so you can 
keep track. No sense paying for water if you 
can get it for free. 

Spring really has sprung and bright col¬ 
ors are dotting the landscape everywhere 
we look. The bright white blooms of the 


dogwoods have exploded, right next to the 
rosy redbuds. Wild phlox lay down carpets 
of baby blue and lavender. Wild mustard, 
the color of sunshine, accents the green 
fields everywhere. All this and we didn’t 
raise a finger. 

When we step in, we bring even more 
color and dimension, and it’s those two 
characters that make us choose what we 
buy. Our eyes are drawn to the beauty of 
the plant, not the fine print on the tags. 
Unless you want to labor over something to 
keep it alive, you really should read up. 

Full sun means just that. Part-shade 
means it can take half a day of it, tops. 
There are basically two types of flowers, 
annuals and perennials. Think of the A in 
annuals as another year to go buy them 
again. Think of the P in perennial as per¬ 
manent, coming back on their own, year 
after year. 

Our hardiness zone is 6, which tells us 
what plants will thrive here in Kentucky. 
Do your research to find the perennials 
that will do best here. If you want an easier 
route, mark your calendar for the Frank¬ 
fort Master Gardener’s Plant sale on May 9, 
on the lawn of the Old State Capitol. They’ll 
have a huge variety available for sale and 
you can be certain they’ll do well here. 

Now, get out there and celebrate Earth 
Day in your own way. The mercury is ris¬ 
ing, right along with the plants. Keep in 
mind, my threat still holds for anyone com¬ 
plaining about the heat this summer. I’ll 
have the Windex and paper towels in the 
truck. 

Happy growing.

Gas tax, heroin bill major factors in session

The state legislature closed out the 
2015 edition of the General Assembly in 
the early morning hours of March 24. As 
the clock approached midnight there was 
important legislation that still 
needed to be addressed so lead¬ 
ership decided to recommend 
that the General Assembly 
extend into our 29th legislative 
day which ended around 4 a.m. 

On the last night of the 2015 
General Assembly, changes 
were made to the gas tax in the 
state of Kentucky. The tax rate 
is tied to the wholesale price of 
gasoline. With recent drops in 

gasoline prices, the tax rate has - 

also dropped. On January 1 of 
this year, the tax rate dropped 
4.3 cents to 27.6 cents per gallon. This rate 
is adjusted quarterly and the rate was 
scheduled to drop an additional 5.1 cents on 
April 1. One penny in the gas tax equates 
to approximately $30 million of revenue to 
the road fund. Of this 48% comes back to 
counties and cities to maintain local roads. 

Even though this was known all 
throughout the session, no legislation was 
presented for a vote until right before 
midnight on the last day. Language was 
provided to House Bill 299 by a conference 
committee that made changes to existing 
law. The legislation allowed the gas tax to 
drop to 26 cents per gallon with that being 
the new floor going forward. The previ¬ 
ous floor was 22.5 cents. Going forward, 
the rate will only adjust annually instead 
of quarterly. The next adjustment in gas 
taxes will take place on July 1,2016. Under 
these provisions, the rate can only increase 


or decrease by 10% in the future, but the 
floor will remain at 26 cents per gallon. 

Part of the gas tax goes to a fund to assist 
with issues dealing with underground 
fuel storage tanks. There was a transfer 
of $7.8 million from this fund that will be 
allocated to counties to offset additional 
expenses incurred for local roads as a result 
of adverse weather conditions this winter. 

There were several significant matters 
debated and I hope to provide a detailed 
explanation of many bills that passed and 
some that did not in the weeks ahead. For 
today, I want to share about what I believe 
will be the signature legislation passed by 
the General Assembly in 2015. Even as a 
freshman representative, I could sense that 
there was a bipartisanship spirit among 
the legislature to pass legislation to deal 
with the growing heroin epidemic that is 
growing across the state of Kentucky. This 
was an effort that I strongly supported as I 
had heard the anguish and heartbreak of 
so many people on the campaign trail who 
had family members suffering because of 
heroin addiction. 

Several bills were filed that addressed 
this issue with the senate passing Senate 
Bill 5 early in the session. The House moved 
forward with House Bill 213. As this leg¬ 
islation was being debated in the House, I 
had the opportunity to give my first major 
floor speech. As I stated that day, there 
were several provisions of HB 213 that I had 
concerns with, but the legislation should 
move forward so that a conference commit¬ 
tee could work out differences between the 
Senate and House versions. The bill passed 
without any opposition and the work of

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Enjoy nutritious asparagus 
while it’s still in season 


A sparagus is in season now 
through May. 

While it’s frequently over¬ 
cooked, it can be eaten raw, lightly 
boiled, steamed, grilled, stir-fried 
or baked. The secret in 
cooking is not to cook 
too long and not to let 
it get too mature before 
harvesting. The more 
mature the asparagus is, 
the tougher the stems. 

Asparagus is nutri¬ 
tious. It’s a good source 
of vitamin A and folate. 

Vitamin A is needed for 
vision, normal growth, 
reproduction and a 
healthy immune sys¬ 
tem. Folate works with 
other vitamins to form hemoglobin 
in red blood cells, which supplies 
oxygen to the body’s tissues. Healthy 
diets which include adequate folate 
may reduce a woman’s risk of hav¬ 
ing a child with a brain or spinal 
cord defect. 

One-half cup of fresh, steamed 
asparagus contains only 22 calories, 
two grams of protein and 4 grams of 
carbohydrates. One pound of aspara¬ 
gus yields 4 one-half cup servings. 

Choose bright green stalks with 
tightly closed tips. 

Quality spears should be 6 to 8 
inches in length. It’s best to select 
asparagus which is about the same 
thickness since this ensures uniform 
cooking. 

Asparagus becomes tough and 
woody and loses its sweet flavor soon 
after harvesting. For best texture 
and flavor, asparagus should be 
prepared the day it’s picked or pur¬ 
chased. 


When preparing asparagus, 
remove and discard the base of each 
spear by breaking it where it snaps 
easily. 

If you have to store asparagus, 
then store it upright with the stem 
ends in water or wrapped in a wet 
paper towel in a plastic bag. 

Asparagus Tomato Salad 

Serves six 

1 pound of fresh asparagus, trimmed and cut into 
1 inch pieces 

1 small zucchini, halved and cut into 1/2 inch 
slices 

3 tablespoons olive oil 

2 tablespoons red wine vinegar or other salad 
vinegar 

1 garlic clove, minced 
1/4 teaspoon seasoned salt 
1/4 teaspoon honey mustard 
1 cup cherry or grape tomatoes, halved 
1/4 cup sliced green onions 
1/4 cup shredded mozzarella cheese 
1/4 cup minced fresh parsley (fresh is really better 
and ifs cheap) 

Directions 

Steam or simmer asparagus and zucchini for 2 
minutes. Rinse in cold water. 

In large bowl, whisk together olive oil, vinegar, 
garlic, seasoned salt and honey mustard. Pour 
over asparagus mixture; toss to coat. Toss in toma¬ 
toes and green onions. Sprinkle with mozzarella 
cheese and parsley. 

Nutritional analysis: 110 calories, 

7 g fat, 1 g saturated fat, 5 mg cho¬ 
lesterol, 35 mg sodium, 5 g carbohy¬ 
drate, 2 g fiber, 3 g sugar, 4 g protein.

Alfalfa weevil is key pest 
of the first alfalfa cutting 


A lfalfa weevil is a key insect 

pest on the first alfalfa cutting. 
Tip feeding should show up 
soon in established fields. 

This insect occurs 
throughout the state, 
but sound manage¬ 
ment practices, weather 
patterns, and natural 
enemies often keep 
numbers below damag¬ 
ing levels in many fields. 

Great natural mortal¬ 
ity of alfalfa weevil can 
occur early in the weevil 
season. Strong winds and 
driving rain can knock 
small larvae to the ground where 
they perish. In addition, alfalfa can 
tolerate light feeding by the insect 
with no appreciable loss of yield or 
quality. 

Assessing fields for weevil activ¬ 
ity can prevent unneeded insecticide 
applications. This not only saves 
money but preserves many of the 
important beneficial insects that 
build up in numbers early in the 
season. 

Alfalfa weevil larvae feed for 
three to four weeks, chewing small 
holes in buds and expanding leaves. 
Moderate damage can give alfalfa a 
gray, frosted appearance; severe feed¬ 
ing can completely defoliate plants. 
These losses reduce the protein con¬ 
tent and digestibility. 

Management Options 

Early harvest is a good control 
option if alfalfa is in the late bud 
stage or the first flowers have opened. 
This may be particularly useful in 
2015 because alfalfa growth may 
have a jump on weevil activity due to 
the cold winter. Many weevil larvae 


die during harvest and the curing 
process as a result of exposure to hot 
sun and low humidity, along with 
lack of fresh plant tissue. If this strat¬ 
egy is used, then watch the re-growth 
closely to make sure that there are 
not enough surviving larvae or adults 
to feed on emerging tissue in the 
crowns. Stubble defoliation can last 
for up to 3 days without a significant 
effect. However, if stubble feeding 
continues for seven to 10 days after 
harvest, plant development will be 
delayed. A stubble spray should be 
applied if re-growth is being damaged 
significantly.es can provide quick 
knockdown of potentially damaging 
weevil populations if the crop will 
not be ready for harvest for a week 
or longer, and potentially damaging 
levels of larvae are present. Control 
options for alfalfa pests are listed in. 
Insecticide Recommendations for 
Alfalfa, Clover, and Pastures (ENT-17). 
Check labels carefully for harvest 
intervals to select products and rates 
that will avoid residues. 

Biological control plays an impor¬ 
tant role in regulating alfalfa weevil 
numbers. Several parasitic wasps 
have become established in the state 
and provide an important level of 
natural control. 

Unfortunately, the impact is diffi¬ 
cult to assess when weevil larvae are 
actively feeding on the crop. These 
wasps can be protected by apply¬ 
ing an insecticide only when weevil 
numbers exceed the recommended 
treatment guidelines.

forging together a final 
package began. After 
weeks of discussion 
and compromise. Sen¬ 
ate Bill 192 became the 
legislation that would 
be known as the Heroin 
Bill. 

No doubt, the most 
controversial provi¬ 
sion would allow local 
communities with the 
option of having a nee¬ 
dle exchange program. 
This was not in the orig¬ 
inal Senate version but 
a majority of members 
in the House would not 
yield on this provision. 
In exchange, tougher 
sentencing guidelines 
for drug dealers were 
included in the final 
package. Another 
major aspect of the leg¬ 


islation increases the 
availability of Naloxone 
which can reverse the 
effect of a heroin over¬ 
dose if administered 
quickly enough. 

There is also a Good 
Samaritan provision 
that would offer immu¬ 
nity to individuals 
who call emergency 
responders to report 
a heroin overdose. In 
addition, money was 
appropriated to provide 
increased counseling 
and treatment options 
for addicts. 

This compromise 
legislation passed the 
Senate 34-4 and passed 
the House 100-0. It was 
signed into law last 
Wednesday morning by 
Gov. Beshear. Will Sen¬ 
ate Bill 192 completely 
stop the scourge of her¬ 
oin that has attacked 
our state? Of course 


not, but is my hope and 
prayer that this effort 
will begin the process 
of slowing down this 
epidemic and saving 
lives and reduce the 
suffering that so many 
of our citizens will 
endure. If you would 
like to see the entire, 
final version of the Her¬ 
oin Bill, you can go to 
wwwlrc.gov and search 
under the 2015 regular 
legislative session. 

In the weeks ahead, 

I hope to explain other 
major pieces of legisla¬ 
tion that were discussed 
this year. If you have 
questions concerning 
Senate Bill 192 or any 
other matter, please do 
not hesitate to contact 
me.

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Health department receives state's highest honor 


Agency lauded by 
health comnnissioner 
for primary care clinic

The Anderson County 
Health Department received 
the highest award given 
during the Kentucky Public 
Health Association Confer¬ 
ence, held last Wednesday in 
Owensboro. 

The department received 
the award for Outstanding 
Contribution to Public Health 
during the event, which was 
presented to Director Tim 
Wright by the Dr. Stephanie 
Mayfield, Kentucky’s com¬ 
missioner of public health. 

‘This is the highest award 
she gives and I can’t tell you 
how proud we are to receive 
it,” said Wright. “With all of 
the battles the health depart¬ 
ment has been through in the 
past several years, this means 
a lot to the entire department 
and it couldn’t have hap¬ 
pened without the great staff 
here. 

“This building is loaded 
with good staff.” 

Mayfield gave the award 
for Wright’s efforts last year 
in becoming the first health 
department in Kentucky to 
open a primary care clinic. 

During the presentation, 
Mayfield lauded Wright for 
meeting a critical need for 
healthcare following the 
closing of Anderson Primary 
Care, which left a reported 
10,000 people without a pri¬ 
mary care provider in early 
2014.

sionate about health care 
and the community,” May- 
field said as she tossed aside 
a prepared script during the 
ceremony.

Wright said Daniel Miller, 
the department’s prepared¬ 
ness coordinator, applied for 
the grant. 


Wright said the depart¬ 
ment has also received $21,250 
for work it has done with 
electronic medical records. He 
said the funding comes from 
Medicaid and that Anderson 
County is the first in the state 
to receive it.

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Church continues to rebuild in wake of tower collapse

After eight months of 
hardship, the congregation 
of Waddy Baptist Church is 
finally beginning to see light 
at the end of the tunnel. 

Since the church suffered 
substantial damage from 
the collapse of a water tower 
on its property last sum¬ 
mer, members have been 
deprived of their fellowship 
hall and dining area and their 
youth have no place to meet 
because a house next to the 
church that accommodated 
their Sunday school classes 
was also destroyed. 

Pastor Tex Seph said every¬ 
one really misses all the din¬ 
ners the church would host 
but now can’t because their 
dining room and kitchen, 
located in the basement, were 
completed destroyed when 
the nearly 200,000 gallon 
water tank burst Aug. 9, gush¬ 
ing water that left a path of 
destruction in its wake. 

He expressed sorrow at his 
flock not being able to gather 
in the dining room for their 
traditional meal after service 
on Easter Sunday. 

‘The thing we did miss is, 
we usually have a dinner for 
Easter, and sometimes when 
we have funerals, we have 
a dinner for the family, and 
we’ve had to have that else¬ 
where,” he said. The church 
was also forced to move its 
Thanksgiving and Christmas 
dinners. 

Seph said that it was very 
unfortunate that the children 
had loss the facility - a small 
house owned by the church 
named after former pastor 
David Byrd - that had been 
set aside just for them for 
Sunday school classes and 
other activities. 

“We lost the outer build¬ 
ing, our youth building, so we 
had to makes some changes 
in the parts that were still 
serviceable in the building,” 
said Seph, adding that trying 
to accommodate children’s 
activities in the main build¬ 
ing has created much over¬ 
crowding. 

“They [youth] met in 
the old kitchen that was 
destroyed, and occasionally, 
depending on what’s going on 
in the nursery,” he said. 

Neil McKinney, chair of the 
deacons for the church, who 
is heading up a committee in 
charge of repair and cleanup 
efforts, echoed Seph’s sorrow 


over losing the Byrd House, 
something that the church 
will not be able to replace. 

“We really miss our youth 
building; they [youth] are 
meeting at another church 
right now,” he said. “It’s going 
to be a big hurdle, because 
we need space that we won’t 
have now.” 

McKinney said that the 
church’s insurance company. 
Farm Bureau, has been great, 
but the money they received 
in compensation for the lost 
property was based on the 
property was worth, not what 
it would cost to replace it. 

So since they did not have 
enough money to rebuild 
the small house, they are just 
using the money to make 
needed repairs to the church, 
he said. 

In addition to losing the 
Byrd House and the damage 
to the Fellowship Hall, the 
furnace was also knocked 
out and the foundation was 
compromised, things that had 
to be repaired and replaced 
before work could begin on 
Fellowship Hall, said McKin¬ 
ney. 

But that work is well 
underway right now, he said. 

“We have been working 
throughout the winter, and 


things are really starting to 
come together now. 

“We hope to have our 
kitchen back with a week or 
so,” he said. 

Workers are doing dry 
walling in the kitchen and 
dining area right now, and 
doing other finishing touches, 
such as installing new win¬ 
dows and electrical outlets, 
with the expectation to be 
able to start painting next 
week. 

Then, after that work is 
done, repairs can begin on the 
exterior of the church, McK¬ 
inney said. 

“Now that it’s warming up, 
we can start on replacing our 
vinyl siding; it’s such an eye¬ 
sore,” he said. 

Tower collapse 

When the huge, 30 year- 
old tower, owned by U.S. 60 
Water and managed by North 
Shelby Water, burst, David 
Hedges, manager of North 
Shelby Water, said that tank, 
which must be inspected 
visually each year, according 
to Public Service Commission 
regulations, had just been 
checked five months earlier. 
Also, the last internal inspec¬ 
tion of the tank, which was 
done in 2011, had revealed no 


problems. 

But an investigation into 
the collapse, conducted by 
the PSC, says otherwise. 

Fast week, the PSC issued a 
statement that its investiga¬ 
tion into the incident has cul¬ 
minated in allegations that 
the U.S. 60 Water District was 
warned that the tank had cor¬ 
rosion problems and failed to 
heed those warnings. 

In the order issued Thurs¬ 
day, the PSC opened a pro¬ 
ceeding to determine wheth¬ 
er the district violated three 
regulations, two regarding 
inspection and maintenance 
of its facilities and a third 
related to timely reporting of 
serious accidents. 

Andrew Melnykovych, 
director of communications 
for the PSC, said that the 
order, known as a show-cause, 
opens a formal proceeding 
and directs U.S. 60 Water Dis¬ 
trict to respond in writing to 
the allegations. 

The PSC noted in the 
order that a 2011 inspection 
of the tank’s interior, using 
a remotely controlled video 
camera detected fairly aggres¬ 
sive corrosion inside the 
structure. 

During the collapse, the 
top portion of the tank sepa¬ 


rated, falling off the base and 
away from the nearby build¬ 
ings. The tank was full at the 
time of the collapse. 

Melnykovych said that 
U.S. 60 Water District did not 
notify the PSC when the tank 
collapsed and the PSC only 
found out about it from news 
reports. 

Also, he said, when the 
water district filed its writ¬ 
ten report on the collapse, 
it acknowledged the 2011 
inspection, but that it did not 
indicate any significant issues 
that indicated that type of 
problem. 

Hedges said that he could 
not comment on the allega¬ 
tions, upon the advice of his 
attorney. 

“We are in the process of 
getting our response together 
to send to them,” he said. 

Seph said he is just glad the 
tower fell on Saturday. If the 
collapse had taken place just 
hours later when church was 
in session, the results could 
have been tragic. 

In light of that, the build¬ 
ing itself is not the most 
important consideration he 
said. 

“The spirit of God is still 
with us, that’s the main 
thing,” he said.

Former Anderson resident charged with emhezzlment sued

Benita Anglin, a former 
payroll manager for Shelby 
County Public Schools and 
former resident 
of Lawrence- 
burg who was 
arrested Aug. 22, 
two days after 
she was indicted 
for embezzling 
hundreds of 
thousands from 
the school dis¬ 
trict, has now incurred a civil 
suit in connection with the 
charges. 

On April 6, the school 
board filed suit in Shelby 
Circuit Court targeted at 
reclaiming the amount stolen 
by Anglin, the suit says. 

The document states, 
‘Thorough her actions, 
Anglin stole property from 
SCPS with a value of $593,179; 
SCPS is entitled to recover 


from Anglin the property sto¬ 
len or the value thereof.” 

The stolen money is in 
addition to the cost of filing 
the suit and attorney fees. 

Thomas E. Roma Jr. of 
Louisville, attorney for the 
Shelby County School Board, 
said that board filed the civil 
suit against Anglin to try 
to recoup the money she is 
accused of stealing. 

“This is a civil case for pur¬ 
poses of recovering the funds 
that were embezzled,” he said. 

“The criminal case is 
brought by the grand jury 
and is about penalty,” he said. 
“The civil case is about resti¬ 
tution.” 

In embezzlement cases, 
guilty parties are often 
ordered to pay restitution, so 
the civil suit would seem to 
be redundant. 

However, the civil suit 
can be used as an attempt 
to make sure that Anglin, 
if found guilty, is ordered to 


pay back all the money taken 
from the school system. 

In another high profile 
embezzlement case in Shelby 
County in 2010, Jody Wills 
was ordered to pay restitution 
on $720,000, which was less 
than the full amount she was 
originally thought to have 
taken. 

Whether Anglin’s criminal 
case could turn out like that 
is unknown. 

Her criminal case is next 
scheduled to be in court May 
18; she is scheduled for a dis¬ 
position hearing. 

Anglin was not available 
for comment. 

Matt Pippin, her attorney 
in her criminal case, is not 
handling the civil suit, he 
said. 

Anglin’s criminal case, 
to which she has plead not 
guilty, consists of 8 counts 
of theft by unlawful taking 
over $10,000 but under $1 mil¬ 
lion. She is also charged with 


8 counts of unlawful access 
to a computer, as well as 8 
counts of identity theft. 

The Shelby County School 
District noticed money was 
missing on April 2. 

The indictment alleges 
that the thefts occurred over 
the past 7 years, beginning in 
March 2007, and continuing 
through March 30 this year. 

The indictment says that 
each charge encompasses an 
entire year - with the excep¬ 
tion of 2007 and 2014, when 
alleged thefts took place 
between March and Decem¬ 
ber - so it isn’t known wheth¬ 
er funds were embezzled all 
at once or in increments. 

All the charges are felo¬ 
nies, so for 24 counts she 
could potentially receive a 
maximum of 200 years on 
prison. 

The investigation has been 
ongoing since May when 
SCPS Superintendent James 
Neihof expressed to The Sen¬ 


tinel-News that information 
had been uncovered impli¬ 
cating Benita Anglin in the 
manipulation of the payroll 
software MUNIS in connec¬ 
tion with the thefts. 

At the time, Anglin was 
the district’s payroll manager. 
She was suspended April 
10 for the remainder of the 
investigation, but then she 
resigned April 28. 

Neihof has said that 
money was found to be miss¬ 
ing from substitute teacher 
funding, and he added that 
the district would do every¬ 
thing possible to aid investi¬ 
gators in the case. 

She had served in payroll 
for the school district since 
1999, and had been payroll 
clerk since 2001, up until her 
resignation. She also had been 
considered a state expert in 
the MUNIS system for school 
districts.

ANDERSON COURTHOUSE BURNS APRIL 13,1915

Fire guts courthouse 50 years ago 

In a fire that started at 12:30 a.m. Tuesday, 
April 13,1915, the Anderson County Court¬ 
house and five Main Street business-houses 
were destroyed by fire. The blaze was of 
unknown origin but believed to have started 
in the rear of the Waterfill grocery, occupied 
by the AStP Company in 1965. 

When first discovered, the flames were 
enveloping Waterfill Brothers Grocery, M. 

Park Smith’s drug store and the bakery of 
Miles Parker with the greater mass being in a 
pile of boxes at Waterfill’s backdoor. 

By the time the blaze had burst through 
the front of the store, the rear end of all the 
buildings to the courthouse square, and the 
warerooms immediately in the back of them, 
were a mass of flames. One by one the grocery, 
drug store, bakery and barbershop of James 
Dilger, Rolland Satterwhite and Yancey Baxter 
and the saloon of WA. Bottom were consumed. 
Ivar Duncan and E.C. Botts, with their fami¬ 
lies, occupied upstairs rooms in these buildings 
and all their household goods were lost. 

Soon ablaze 

The cornice on the north side of the 
courthouse was soon ablaze but as the sup¬ 
ply of water in the city water tank had been 
exhausted before the fire reached this point. 
The firemen were unable to get a stream of 
water to the flames and the entire edifice 
was shortly a mass of ruins. The damage to 
the courthouse was at between $40,000 and 
$50,000 with a known insurance of $28,000. 

The building had been erected in 1860 of 
stone from the Kentucky river cliffs and in 
1905 it had been remodeled and so arranged 
that it was considered one of he most attrac¬ 
tive and convenient courthouses in the state. 
In 1830, seven years after the organization of 
the county, the first courthouse was built of 
brick and it occupied the same lot. This build¬ 
ing was used for all courts until 1859 when 
it, with many of the records, was destroyed 
by fire. In the yard still stands a monument 
erected to the famous “Salt River Tigers” in 
1847 and one of the Confederate soldiers who 
went from Anderson County, erected in 1900. 
The stone wall was only slightly damaged by 
the fire but the columns in front were found 
to be unsafe and were removed. 

Alarming proportions 

The jail property in the rear of the court¬ 
house was damaged to some extent but insur¬ 
ance amounting to $6,500 adequately covered 
it. When it was seen, the fire would reach

alarming proportions. Sheriff D.A. Yocum 
handcuffed together two prisoners jailed for 
murder and robbery, and walked them around 
for a while and then took them to a motel for 
the remainder of the night. 

Residents all over the city made frantic 
efforts to telephone connections and became 
terror-stricken when they learned the wires 
were down — fearing no word to neighboring 
towns could be sent concerning the distress 
here. The reason for the interruption of the 
telephone service was the lead-in cable pole of 
the Cumberland Telephone Co. in front of the 
fire-raging district had been burned. 

The flames were easily seen in Frankfort 
and two experienced men were sent to help. 
Lexington was unable to send equipment 
because it was too heavy to load in time to 
reach here, and their hose connections would 
not fit our hydrants. 

Plate glass windows in the buildings across 
the street from the fire — G.S. Hawkins and 
Company; Citizen’s Bank St Trust Co.., C.A. 
Routt; B.L. Cox; J.W. Shouse and Co., and D.O. 
Snyder — were cracked or broken by the heat 
and the woodwork was considerably scorched 
and blistered. 

According to estimates made a few hours 
after the flames had been extinguished, losses 
were: W.A. Bottom, saloon, barber shop and 
bakery building and saloon, stock and fixtures; 
Mrs. C.A. Leathers, drug store building; C.E. 
Bond, grocery store building; Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Courthouse, records, furnishings, etc; Water- 
fill Brothers Grocery; Mr. Park Smith, confec¬ 
tions, fixtures, soda fountain; Miles Parker, 
bakery, stock of confections, fixtures, soda 
fountain; Ivar Duncan, household goods and 
clothing; E.C. Botts, household goods, clothing; 
Harry Booth, furniture store in Bottom build¬ 
ing; Dilger, Satterwhite and Baxter, barber 
shop fixtures, tools; Frank L. Ripy, law books; 
Ivar Duncan, hearse; O.H. Gordon, automobile; 
and Dr. C.A. Leathers, two automobiles.

1 package of feta cheese (crumbled)

san cheese

Wild Turkey employee among 
nine indicted in bourbon theft

One Wild Turkey employee was 
among nine people indicted Tuesday 
by a Franklin County Grand Jury in 
the theft of bourbon from that dis¬ 
tillery and Buffalo Trace, along with 
distribution of steroids.

How could you forget the guy 
who appeared in 29 Major League 
games - eight of them with the 
Reds - yet motored around third 
base with the winning run in Game 
2 of the World Series. 

A footnote to that run Bates 
scored on Oct. 17,1990 came 15 days 
after Bates’ last game in the big 
leagues, according to BaseballRef- 
erence.com. His pinch-hit infield 
single in the 10^^ inning - off the As 
Dennis Eckersley at that - was his 
only hit as a Red. 

That’s the kind of summer it was 
in 1990. Everything went right. 

A year after the fiasco that 
ended with Pete Rose being ban¬ 
ished from the game, it was party 
time in Reds Country. 

If you follow the Reds now, you 
know that the team is remember¬ 
ing 1990, the last time the Reds won 
the World Series, this weekend in 
Cincinnati. If you are lucky enough 
to have tickets to Saturday’s game 
against the Cubs, you get one of 
those ultra-cool “Nasty Boys” bob- 
bleheads. 

1 want one. Really want one. 

It is a reminder of the greatest 
bullpen - Randy Myers, Rob Dibble 
and Norm Charlton - that has ever 
been assembled and of one of the 
most fun summers 1 can remember. 

Maybe it was because no one 
expected it. Winning the first nine 
games caught our attention and 1, 
for one, was glued to the radio near¬ 
ly every night, just waiting for Joe 
Nuxhall to go crazy when Davis or 
Paul O’Neill hit one into the green 
seats at Riverfront. 

And, of course, the summer 
nights were even better when 
Marty Brennaman let me know 
that “this one belongs to the Reds.” 

After usually relying on those 
limited TV schedules of the day, 

1 made at least five trips to Cincy 
that summer. I honestly can’t 
remember how many of those the 
Reds won, but have a very vivid 
memory of sitting in center field 
on Sept. 29, the last Saturday of the 
regular season.

And people 
were high-fiving anyone in sight. 

1 grew up with the Big Red 
Machine and don’t believe the 1990 
Reds were anywhere close to them. 
The 75 and 76 Reds were a con¬ 
glomeration of Hall of Earners and 
should-be Hall of Earners and had 
won-loss records 17 and 11 games 
better than the ‘90 crew. 

The team of 25 years ago was 
more of a cast of characters, from 
manager Lou Piniella, who could 
throw bases better than anyone, to 
the Nasty Boys to Chris Sabo, the 
third baseman who had actually 
gotten a job at McDonalds during 
spring training two seasons before. 

It was a year of hand grenades in 
the locker room, courtesy of Myers, 
to St. Bernards on the field before 
home games, courtesy Reds owner 
Marge Schott.. 

And it was the year that Marty 
Brennaman put out an all points 
bulletin for pitcher Tom Browning 
to return to Riverfront Stadium as 
Game 2 went on. Before Browning, 
who had left to be with his past- 
due pregnant wife, got the message. 
Bates was heading home on Joe Oli¬ 
ver’s single. 

It really was a summer, like that 
game, that belonged to the Reds.

The nature of track and 
field is that records are 
made to be broken. That 
it took 50 years for some¬ 
one to set a new Anderson 
County High School record 
for the girls’ long jump 
shows just how impressive 
both the new record is and 
the old mark was. 

Sophomore Alorra Sims 
soard 17-feet-3.5-inches Sat¬ 
urday in the Heart of the 
Bluegrass meet at Henry 
Clay High School in Lexing¬ 
ton. Sims, considered one 
of the top jumpers in Ken¬ 
tucky, bested a school mark 
set in 1965 by Charlene 
Peyton, who leaped 16-11 at 
a time when girls’ track was 
in its infancy in Kentucky. 

Sims also won the pres¬ 
tigious meet, which drew 
27 teams from across Ken¬ 
tucky and West Virginia. It 
is considered one of the pre¬ 
mier events in the state. 

“1 was very excited about 
breaking the record,” Sims 
said. “Since 1 had been off 
for four days, due to injury, 

1 was actually surprised to 
jump as well as 1 did.” 

Sims was better than five 
inches ahead of the sec¬ 
ond place jumper, Priscilla 
Thorn of Scott County. 

“Alorra just continues to 
get better every time out 
and she is only a sopho¬ 
more,” said Anderson track 
coach Keith Brown. “The 
sky is the limit for her.” 

Sims was the second 
leading point producer in 


the meet with 32 points, 
trailing only Kianna Gray 
of North Hardin, who had 
40. 

“1 didn’t really think 
about winning the Heart of 
the Bluegrass,” Sims said. “1 


just thought of it as another 
meet and competed the 
same way as 1 would any 
other meet.” 

Sims also won the triple 
jump (34-11) and was third 
in the 100- and 300-meter 


hurdles. 

Sims was not the only 
Anderson harrier to fare 
well as the Bearcat boys 
finished eighth in the team

Through a seven-minute inter¬ 
view following football spring prac¬ 
tice, Anderson County head coach 
left little doubt about how he looks 
at the 2015 campaign. 

“We are excited!” he said. 

It’s not just a run-of-the-mill 
excitement, either. It’s the kind that 
prompted Peach to use that phrase, 
or one very similar, at least six times 
during the conversation. 

It is an excitement that is justified. 
While the Bearcats lost some key 
players, including a 3-year starter at 
quarterback, the top two rushers and 
top two receivers, there is a strong 
nucleus back along with some prom¬ 
ising newcomers. 

Between 25 and 30 of those who 
expect to suit up for the Bearcats 
this fall got together for spring 
practice, which concluded with 
the annual Red-White scrimmage 


Friday afternoon. No statistics were 
kept as Peach saw the game as an 
exclamation point to spring practice. 

“I could not be more pleased with 
this group,” Peach said. “I thought 
the guys really got after it today on 
both sides.” 

A large number of key players 
did not participate in spring drills 
because of commitments to other 
sports. “We had 6 or 7 starters play¬ 
ing on the baseball team,” he said. 
“We had at least two on the track 
team.” 

Friday’s scrimmage showcased 
that the Bearcats will likely have a 
slightly different look on offense. 
Sophomore-to-be Gunnar Gillis 
showed why the Anderson coaching 
staff is high on his potential when 
he uncorked a long touchdown pass 
to Red teammate Dan Crawford 
early in the scrimmage.

Collins turns Lady Bearcat mistakes into stunning upset 

Unearned runs give Titans district's top seed

SHELBYVILLE - 
After the stunning real¬ 
ity that an 11-game win¬ 
ning streak had come to 
an end, Anderson Coun¬ 
ty softball coach Brent 
Aldridge tried to look at 
the big picture after the 
Lady Bearcats’ 2-1 loss at 
Collins last Wednesday 

“I think this might be 
a good thing,” Aldridge 
said, obviously allud¬ 
ing to a possible wake- 
up call for the Lady 
Bearcats, who had 
climbed to a No. 6 rank¬ 
ing in the statewide 
coaches’ poll. ‘We are 
good, but if we don’t 
play a certain way, we 
are kind of average.” 

Last Wednesday, the 
Lady Bearcats might not 
have even been average 
against a Collins club 
that had gone down 11-0 
the last time the teams 
played, in last year’s 
30th District Tourna¬ 
ment championship 
game. One thing is cer¬ 
tain, the Lady Bearcats 
did not play in the man¬ 
ner that propelled them 
to the highest ranking 
in school history. 

There were four 
errors, including a pair 
in the decisive bottom 
of the seventh which 
allowed Collins to score 
a pair of unearned runs. 

Collins loaded the 
bases on two singles - 
one of the infield vari¬ 
ety - and an error. 

Anderson pitcher 
Ally Moore, who had 
been outstanding all 
day, retired the next two 


batters. Lreshman Cassie 
Rannels ran the count 
to 3-2, fouling off pitch 
after pitch, before going 
the opposite way with 
a line drive that eluded 
Anderson third base- 
man Autumn Beasley. 

Janelle Hynes, who 
had reached on the 
infield hit, raced around 
third, just beating the 
throw to Anderson 
catcher Bailey Curry. 

Curry pounded the 
dirt in obvious disgust as 
not only was the Lady 
Bearcats’ 11-game win¬ 
ning streak over, but a 
20-game string inside 
the 30th District also 
came to a halt. Anderson 
had not lost to a district 
team since going down 
at Spencer County on 
May 2,2012. 

It was also the first 
time Anderson lost to an 
Eighth Region opponent 
since falling to Oldham 
County in the 2013 
regional tournament 
semi-finals. 

Moore did her part, 
giving up only four 
hits and striking out 
six. She did not issue 
a walk. “She pitched 
well enough to win,” 
Aldridge sighed. 

But the Anderson 
bats, which had been 
producing more than 
seven runs a game, sud¬ 
denly went silent. The 
Lady Bearcats’ only 
run came in the top of 
the sixth when Leann 
Ashby, hitting in the 
nine spot, singled to 
right, then with two 
outs, came home on 
Curry’s clean single up 


the middle. 

It should have been 
icing on the cake. 

Sammy Rogers led off 
the third with a double 
but did not get past 
third base. Mia Aldridge 
tripled to lead off the 
fifth but stayed at third. 
In the seventh, Aldridge 
led off with a single, 
then went to second on 
Alissa Vest’s sacrifice, 
but pinch runner Trista 
Craigmyle did not get 
past third. 

Brent Aldridge said 
that was the story of the 
game. 

“We talked about 


that after the game,” he 
said. “We have worked 
on those situations over 
and over, but we got in 
that (batter’s) box with 
no purpose. No purpose 
at all.” 

Collins, which had 
not beaten Anderson 
since 2012, celebrated 
long and loud after beat¬ 
ing a team that had won 
six straight times in the 
rivalry. Anderson had 
won those by an aver¬ 
age of nearly five runs 
a game. 

“We make some errors 
and they took advan¬ 
tage,” Brent Aldridge 


said. “We had opportu¬ 
nities and didn’t take 
advantage of them. We 
have to play a certain 
way.” 

District pairings 

Not only did Collins 
put a dent in Ander¬ 
son’s claim to district 
supremacy, the Titans 
came back on Thursday 
to rout Spencer County, 
11-0, and clinch the top 
seed in the 30th District 
Tournament. 

The tournament will 
be played the week of 
May 18 at the Shelby 


County Athletic Com¬ 
plex. 

However, Spencer 
pulled another upset 
Wednesday night, beat¬ 
ing Shelby, meaning 
the district tournament 
pairings are set, regard¬ 
less of the outcome of 
the Shelby-Collins game. 
Those teams were to 
have played Tuesday 
night. 

The district tourna¬ 
ment pairings will be 
Collins vs. Shelby and 
Anderson vs. Spencer.
